« Make minor repairs and participate in major irrigation system repairs; clean up debris and control weeds and
moss in canals.

* Repair meters and detector check mechanisms, disassembling, cleaning, inspecting, replacing worn parts,
reassembling and testing for accuracy and leaks; assist in meter installation.

* Operate a truck, backhoe, construction equipment, and a variety of hand and power tools in water system
construction and maintenance work; maintain hand and power tools.
